Forthey conſidering that the c6demnation& execution 
of Monfieur the kings brother conld notlo ealily be brought to paſſe asthey de- 
ſired, and thatthe king of Nanerre,and prince of Conde, did ſoprudently prouide 
forthcir ownſecurity,that it was a very hard thing toeatrapthe, & bring their 
perſons withindanger,thought ir beſtto goſecretly to work, and by ſomepriuy 
Salceds «  meansto worktheirruine & ouerthrow, againſt whom they could ror prevail 
Spaniard bis by open force and violence. T hey therfore hired Salcedo,a Spaniard to kil Mon- 
reliobill ſrewr and promiſed him 6000.crowns for hislabor:but he failing of his purpoſe, 
Manſewr. they procured acertain Gentlewoman, with whom his excellencie was bvttc0 
Monſexr familtrly acquainted,to gine him ſuch areceipt,asneuer left working,till it had 
rhaught robe Wroughtthelifeour of his body:ſothat hedied the 10. of Iuly,1582 tothegreat 
pojſoned. Teioiling of the Gaiſes, who now begantortriumphto ſee lo fortunar ſycceſſe and 
Hu deach, happy aduancementof their affaices. And conſidering that by the death of this 
reat prince, wh6 they feared more then the King, their ſide was marne!!on:ſly 
Irenghened they beganto ſtir coles afreſh, and ſought by all meanes10 fillthe 
land tull ofnew broiles and hurli-burlies. And the time faſt approching, which 
was inced for thebringing forth of that monſter,wherewith they had tra- 
| vailed 4 longtime, they had many ſecret conferences with the duke of Par- 
m—_ ma, Bernardine Mendezathe Spaniſh ambaſſador, and Giowen Bardach no, the King 
Gabe ""'; Of Spaine his Corriero. There wasthe bargain madero (ell Mar/eciles, Burdeanx, 
the reft of the andthe Dokedomeof Britaine, tothe King of Spainetheirmaiſter, & an appoint- 
leaders, tedrimemade, thatthe Duke of Sewoy ſhould invade the Marquiſate of Salaces, 
thereby to occupie the King , and to diſperſe his forces imodiuerſeand ſundrie 
places. And beeing ſtrongly ſupported by thefanors of many of the Nobilitie, 
and ſundry of thechiefe Cities, they firſtrequired thattheEdiQt of pacification 
ſhonldbereuoked,that theK bf Navarre, % prince of Conde,with all thoſe who 
made profeſsion ofthe goſpel, ſhuld beexiled the realm, or elſe ſorced roabiure 
theirreligion, &thatcontinual war ſhou'd bedenoiiced againſtthe proteſtants.

They cauſed ſundrie infamous Libelsrobe abroad, and gaue ont that 
the king of NAawarreand the Proteſtant Princes had ſworneto roote out the Ca- 


tholike faith, and rodeprivethem ofthe Romiſh Church of all honour, digni- 
tie and authoritie : thatthe murther at Paris ſhould be reuenged, and that three 
of theprincipall Burgeſles of eucrie Citic and rowne, ſhould be put trodeath in 
reuenge of the ſaide murther. Theſe with many othernotorious vntrurths were 
openly declared in their pulpets wherewith the common ſort were mightily 
enraged 2painft the Proteſtants,and deſired nothing more thentheir vitecſub- 
uerſion and onerthrow. The Guyſes having likewiſe obtained good ſtore of 
Spaniſh piſtolers,corrupred diners great es, and had hired ſundric 
Capraines totaketheir parts. Hauing laidethis foundation , and provided all

finitenumberstotake the ſame cou ingtheirlawfull prince when hee 
ſtoodin greateſt need of their ſeruice, expoſing that noble kingdometo the bar- 
barous villanie ofthat viperous broode, who never ceaſe gnawing out ofthe 
bowels of her,that ſhould be their deareſt and beft beloued mother. 


T wanting ſufficient power to ſtoptheſe wicked proceedings, was

Duke Mercoriein 
the meanetime tooke Manws in Britein;and the duke de M aine reconered Cande- 
becke,and cleared all the rinerfr6 New-haven vpto Roan, The D.of Nemenrs,go- 
uernor of Liews,took Fiennaand Y alence;and by that means c6manded the riuer 
of Rhodenus, Now were the Germains who came into France in 91. deſirous to 
rerurne home: ſo thatraking their leave ofthe French K. they marched toward 
Germany as faſt as they could: but by reaſon they were not ſo many,norſo firong

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as when they came firſt into Fraxcethey weredefirous topaſſerather by leaue
